Many Dead at Myriophito. 

in the town of Shary-Koy, which was com- 
pletely destroyed, sixty persons were kilied 
and 100 injured. 

Ganos-Hora, in European Turkey, forty- 
four miles northeast of Gallipoli, has been 
wiped out, eighty ‘persons being killed and 
thirty wounded. 

Tohorlu was partly destroyed by the earth- 
quaké and fire. The damage there is esti- 
mated at $1,100,000. 


Gallipoli was probably the worst sufferer 
in property loss, the damage by fire exceed- 
ing that of the earthquake. 


Sacred Flames Cause Fires, 

The fires were mostly in the Greek centers 
of the cities and are attributed to the over- 
turning of lamps kept before the sacred 
ikons. 

Many of the people rushed to the sea to 
escape the flames and stood watching the de- 
struction of their homes. 

Water springs have dried up on one of the 
islands and the survivors of the earthquake 
are suffering from thirst as well as hunger.

‘ushing out competition already have been 
condemned In the federal courts. Frederick 
M ‘Steele of Chicago, who owns $400,000 
worth of stock in the Bluefields Steamship 
company, brought suit against the United. 
He charged that the United had obtained 
control of the Bluefields company and prace- 
tically put it out of business as a competitor. 

Previously the Bluefields company made 
a profit of more than $200,000 a year, but 
after it passed into the control of the United 
it lost $84,000 the first year and made a profit 
of only $250,.000 in the succeeding nine years. 


Asks $10,000,000 Damages. 

The United States Circult court denounced 
the control of the Bluefields by the United 
company and enjoined the United officers 
from voting the stock of the concern. This 
decision was upheld by the Court of Appeals 
and the case is now pending in the Supreme 
court on appeal by the United company. 
Mr. Steele claims the United should be com- 
pelled to pay $10,000,000 damages to the 
Bluefields company under the Wilron law. 

According to the evidence given to the 
department of justice the United company 
has pursued the same methods of monopoli- 
gation made familiar by the operations of 
the Standard Oil company and the tobacco 
trust. The United was organized in 1899 
by the consolidation of seven fruit com- 
panies. Then the only considerable com- 
petitor remaining was the Bluefields com- 
pany, Which wae doing a large business in 
Importing fruits into New Orleans and had 
a@ valuable exclusive concession on the Escon- 
dido river in Nicaragua. 

President Preston immediately carried out 
negotiations by which the United gained con- 
trol of the Blueficlhds company, and changed 
its officers. Employés of the United were 
placed in charge of the Bluefields business 
in this country and tn Nicaragua. There- 
after the business of the Bluefields company 
slumped and the United practicajly con- 
trolled the entire fruit trade. 


Charged with Filibuster, 

The United is charged with having engi- 
neered a filibustering expedition in the name 
of the Bluefields company into Nicaragua 
during a recent revolution in that country. 
It ig alleged that the steamer Imperator was 
sent by the officers of the Bluefields com- 
pany to Nicaragua with a cargo of armeand 


Steele and his friends acoused the United 
of having perpetrated this act in order to 
embroil the Bluefield» company with the Nic- 
araguan government and bring about a can- 
celiation of the valuable Eaecondido river con- 
oession. 

Not lone after this Gen. Estrada, as pro- 
visional president of Nicaragua, did cancel 
the Biluefieids concession and proceeded to 
grant it to the Nicaragua Fruit company, » 
goncern which Steele alleged had been or. 
ganized by United employés. 

All of these charges have been denied by 
the officers of the United. They assert they 
have done nothing to injure the Bluefieldg 
} company, and that it lost busine@s because 
its fruit lande are inferior in productiveness

Largest Naval Display Ever Made in 
Any Fresh Water Port. 


Sketch artists worked busily in the pier 
galleries at the second day of the water car- 
nival yesterday while seven “skeeter’”’ yachts 
were aligned in the five and one-half mile

Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—[{Special. }— 
The senate will amuse itself this week by dis- 

. cussing and’ perhaps approving two political 
proposals having a direct bearing upon the 
pending campaign. : 

One of these relates to the publicity, before 

“@lection, of all receipts and expenditures in 
connection with the various candidates. 

The other prohibits any man from serving 
as president for more than one term and ex- 
tends the term from four to six years. 

Because of the possibility that congress 
may adjourn next Saturday the opposition 
to both these measures expects to prevent 
action and cause them to go over until next 
winter. 


Standpatters Fight Publicity. 

So far as the publicity measure is concerned 
the standpat politicians think congress has 
gone far enough in compelling the disclos- 
ure of facts in relation to the financial! end 
of presidential and congressional campaigns. 

They would like nothing better than to 
embarrass Col. Roosevelt if they could es- 
cape embarrassment themselves, as would 
Senator La Follette of Wisconsin. But, un- 
fortunately for their plans, the Progressive 
platform specifically provides for the publica- 
tion of all receipts and expenditures dur- 
ing the campaign, and the colonel has given 
instructions to his campaign managers to 
take this action without reference to the 
absence of a law directing it. 

The Republican platform favors further 
legislation to prohibit corporation contribu- 
tions to political campaigns and approved 
the act of congress “requiring the fullest 
publicity in regard to all campaign contribu- 
tions.”’ 

The act of congress referred to relates to 
the election of senators and members of 
congress and not the presidential electors. 


Clause in Democratic Platform. 

The Democratic platform expresses grati- 
Gcation over the unanimous sentiment in 
favor of publicity before the election, and 
commends the Democratic house of rep- 
resentatives for pas*ing the ilienry bill. This 
bill will remain buried in the Republican 
renate committee on privileges and elections.

DUNNE TAKES THE LEAD. 


First of Gubernatorial Candi- 
dates to Go on the Stump; 
Others’ Plans Unsettled. 


The battie for the presidency will open in 
Chicago this week. The three chief gunnecs 
—Charies D, Hilles, head of the Taft forces; 
William F. McCombs, leader of the Wilson 
camp, and Joseph M. Dixon, militant di- 
rector of the Roosevelt campaign—will be on 
the ground to start things. 

Mr, Hillee, until he was placed in charge 
of the national Republican organigation, was 
secretary to the prepident. Mr. McCombs is 
a Princeton graduate, who never figured in 
politics until he hatched the idea of trying 
to put the New Jersey governor in the White 
House. Mr. Dixon represents Montana in the 
United States senate. ; 

None of them has ever before been at the 
helm in the final round ofa presidential 
Bfetto. Senator Dixon and Mr. McCombs cut 
their eye teeth in the preeonvention fights. 
Mr. Hilles developed political sagactty in his 
position of confidant to the president. They 
start practically on even ground.~ 


Plans of the Leaders. 

Both Mr. Hilles and Mr. McCombs expect 
to epend the greater part of thelr time in 
New York during the campaign, but will 
pay considerable attention to the Chicago 
headquarters. Senator Dixon has announced 
this city will be the base of his operations, 
but he proposes to spend much of his time 
“in the saddle ’’ between the other four cen- 
ters of the Progressive movement. 

Thus far only the Republicans have se- 
lected their local quarters. David W. Mul- 
vane is already on the job here for the Jaft 
managers and under his supervision elabo- 
rately decorated work rooms have been fitted 
up on the parlor floor of the Auditorium 
hotel. It was from these quarters the Roose- 
velt campaign of 1904 was successfully dl- 
rected by George B. Cortelyou. 

The Progressives and Democrats expect to 


pick their headquarters during the week. 
Each Is searching for suitable space in Mich- 
igah avenue office buildings. Fatling In this, 
they’ may follow the lead of the Republicans 
and lease a sufficient number of hotel rooms 
td accommodate their big staffs of a+nti-

Maine Constituents. 
GIVEN A LETTER FORM. 


Candidate, ‘However, Against 
Making Question an Issne Be- 
tween Political Parties. 


Seagirt, N. J., Aug. 11.—Gov. Wilson indl- 
rectly took a hand today in the political sit- 
vation in Maine, where the gubernatorial 
elections in September are expected to reveal 
the trend of strength of the three presiden- 


tial nominees. 

In response to numerous letters from Dem- 
ocratic leadera in Maine asking Gov. Wilson 
for his attitude on the liquor question, which 
is a prominent issue in the gubernatorial 
campaign, Gov. Wifson declared in favor of 
local option and againet having the question 
made an issue between political parties. 


In Favor of Local Option. 

The governor’s views originally were com- 
municated to the Ret. Thomas B. Shannon 
of Newark, N. J., as bearing on the issue fn 
New Jersey, but Gov. Wilson now is send 
ing throughout Maine a copy of the same 
letter, which says: 

‘*‘T am in favor of local option. Iam a 
thorough believer in local self-government, 
and beleve that every self-governing com- 
munity which constitutes a socia@iunit should 
have the right to control the matter of the 
reguiation or of the withholding of licenses, 

“But when the questions involved ere 
socia) an@ moral and are not suaceptible of 
being made parts of a party program; when- 
ever they have been made the subject mat- 
ter of party contests, they have cut the lines 
of party organization and party action 
athwart to the utter confusion of political 
action in every other flel. 


Other Questions in Background. 

‘ They have thrown every other question, 
however important, into the background and 
have made constructive party action impos- 
sible for long years together. 

‘So far as I myself am concerned, there- 
fore. I can never consent to heave the ques- 
tion of local option made an issue between 
political parties In this state. My Judgment 
ja clear in this matter. I do not beMeve 
that party programe of the highest conee- 
quence to the political life of the state and 
of the nation ought to be thrust on one aide 
and hopelessly embarrassed for long pertods 
together by makfhg a political issue of a 
great question which Is essentially non- 
political, nonpartisan, moral, gnd social In its 


| nature. 


PRIEST WARNS FOLLOWERS 
TO SHUN ALL SOCIALISTS. 


“Every Policy of Party Is Antagonistic 
to Our Faith,” Says the Rev. Michael 
O’Sullivan. 


The Rev. Micheel O'Sullivan of St.

- TO MURDER CASE 


Go-Between, at Hot Springs, 
Won't Talk Until He 
Reaches New York. 


IMPETUS TO INQUIRY. 
Arrest Considered Big Develop- 
ment in the Rosenthal 
Scandal.

Hot Springs, Ark., Aug. 11.—[{Special.]—On 
the verge of a nervous breakdown, Sam C. 
Schepps, go-between of the gamblere and 
those responsible for the killing of Herman 
Roeventhal, New York gambler, is anxiously 
awaiting the man sent from New York by 
District Attorney Whitman. When Schepps 
reaches New York he will tell all. 

“I am the key to the whole situation,’’ he 
told Captain of Police George Howell, who 
has Schepps in charge. The police will not 
lock up Schepps. He occupies a room at a 
hotel. Efe has been here since the first of 
Aucust. 


Breaks Into Society. 

Schepps has made no effort to conceal him- 
self since he arrived. He has even gone in for 
society. His greatest play along this line 
was when he accepted an invitation of Mrs. 
Cc M. Roberts, wife of a prominent phy- 
aician and a social leader, to attend a social 
at the home of the reform prosecuting attor- 
ney, J. B. Wood, who has waged war on 
Hot Springs gamblers. 

Schepps went to the Wood home, met the 
Women of the First Baptist church, “ hada 
great time,” as he expressed it, shook hands 
and conversed with the prosecuting attor- 
ney, and was never recognized. He was ur- 
rested in the postoffice by Postmester Fred 
Johnson 

‘A letter Schepps was to ma!! to a friend itn 
New York? to be later transferred to Jack 
Rose, now under arrest for the Rosenthal 
killing, together with one Schepps received 
from the police, Was made public by the 
police today. In thts correspondence Schepps 
admits he knows who did the shooting. 


Fears Death in Some Way. 

The local police were instructed tonight 
to guard Schepps carefully. He told Capt. 
Howell he intended to make a break for 
liberty, asking if the officer could shoot 
straight. Howell told him he could hit a 
Jackrabbit on the run. 

“It's either the electric chair or get killed 
by the police or the gang if I go back there, 
and it might as well be one as the other,”’ 
eaid Schepps. ‘‘ The trouble was that the 
gamblers in New York could not trust one 
apother.” 


Considered Big Development. 
New York, Aug. 
Schepps in Hot Springs has given impetus 
to the Roseniha! case. It is considered the 
Most important development since the con- 
fessions of Jack Rose and Bridgie Webber 
Schepps has been wanted badly by the dis- 
trict attorney to complete the evidence of the 
assassination plot. 

The police here appear to have had no hand 
in the matter. Late tonight. nearly twenty- 
four hours after the arrest. Deputy Commis- 
Sioner Dougherty was in ignorance of the 
capture except for newspaper dispatches. 

“| can’t understand it,’’ Mr. Dougherty 
seid “On July 27 I wrote a letter to the 
chief of police at Hot Springs asking him to 
be on the lookout for Schepps.- I can’t un- 
derstand why the New York police have not 
heen notified if Schepps has really been ar- 
rested.” 

Scheppse. it is charged. was in the con- 
spiracy to murder Rosenthal, rode in the 
automobile with the slayers to and from the 
scene, and paid off the gangsters after they 
had completed the work.

Leishman Shows How Rural 
Concerns Combine in Great 
Financing. 


UNION COVERS COUNTRY. 


System Works Gradually Up 
Until Two Gigantic Houses 
Are Reached. 


Washington, ‘D. C., Aug. 11.—How the Ger- 
man farmers have welded their 16,000 rurel 
cotperative banks into a national organmisa- 
tion of stupendous size is shown by the in- 
vestigation by Ambassador Leishman, in con- 
nection with President Taft's effort to estab- 
lish coGperative credit in the United States 
for the benefit of the farmers. 

The average rural cotperative bank in Ger- 
many has ea membership of less than e hun- 
dred people. Naturaly, any organization 
of such limited scope would prove individu- 
ally an insignificant factor in the GQnancial 
world. So the leaders of the movement un- 
dertook to combine the various rural banks 
in each province. 

A central cobperative bank was established 
in each province, modeled simply as an en- 
larged edition of the local banks. The mem- 
belonging to the central banks were 
the local banks. They subscribed to stock 
in the central banks to form the capital 
Their surplus funds were deposited w ih the 
central banke. 


bers 


Function of Central Banks. 

The chief function of these central banks 
is to equalize the credit needa of the loca! 
banks. The great prosperity attending the 
local banks gives them, as a whole, money 
enough to finance the farmers with all the 
loans which they require However, this 
prosperity is not equally divided. One bank 
finds Itself with a large siirplus at one time 
and anvther bank is in need of a loan to 
meet the calls made upon it by {ts members. 
The surplus of the one bank is deposited with 
the centra! bank of that province and is. in 
turn, loaned by the central bank to the 
other local bank requiring additional! funds. 


A step higher than these provincia! banke 
are the general central banks. These banks 
extend their operations over the entire em- 
There are two of these banks—the

many at Berlin and the National Bank for 
Codperative Societies at Darmstadt. 

In 1908 these provincial and general cen- 
tral banks did a total businese of $1,557,- 
298,680. Thies gives an idea of the size of the 
codperative credit business of Germany and 
of ite importance to the German farmer. 


Other Co-operative Efforts. 

Financial cotperation was: not the only 
need felt among the many codperative so- 
cieties. It was @ great movement, a new 
theory which, though immensely succesful In 
its original form, required development and 
direction, as it extended over the empire 
and wae fitted to the differing conditions of 
various communities. 

The coJperation idea in Germany was not 
confined entirely to financial cotperation. 


There were distributive codperative societies. . 


dairying coSperative societies, and other 
kinda. The wagking clasees of Germany 
found an idea which would aid them in buy- 
ing, in selling, and in banking. 

The members in this nation wide move- 
ment felt the need of cotperation among 
themselves. As a result, provincial organ!- 
zations were formed to propagate the co- 
operative idea, to educate the people in the 
movement, and to act as a general defense 
association for the entire membership of the 
cotperative movement.

Officers of the National Negro Business 
league have filed with Mayor Harrison a 
vigorous protest against a street carniva) 
which it is proposed to hold on State street, 
between Thirtieth and Thirty-ninth streets, 
from Aug. 17 to 31. Intimations have been 
made in the letter to the mayor that business 
men in the district are being coerced by the 
carnival managers into giving ald to the car- 
nival, which, it is said, will bring farge num- 


bers of objectionable characters to the 
neighborhood. 


Recall Solon Affair. 

Although no charge to that effect was 
made in the letter, it is intimated city offi- 
cials are financially interested in the car- 
nival. Some time ago Frank Solon, super- 
intendent of streets, was interested in a 
similar carnival held on the south side, which 
was followed by a scandal involv ing charges 
by business men that they had been black- 
matled. 

The negro league ts opposed to the carnival 
because its thirteenth annual convention is 
to.be held in the same district at the same 
time as the carnival. The league has branch 
organizations {in 600 American cities, and 
will bring about 1,500 negroes to the city. 
Most of these men are farmers or smal! busi- 
ness men. 

It is feared many of them will succumb tn 
the wiles of the carhival concessionaires and 
will be swindled. It is sadd gambling games 


of various sorts are to be permitted on the 
streets. 


Object of Convention. 

The annual sessions of the league are de- 
voted to educating negroes in businees meth- 
ods and to encourage negroes to go into busi- 
nese for themselves. The men who come to 
the carnival are to a large extent buyers 
end will purchase goods while here.

Chicagoan Once Cleared of Theft

Mrs. Florence Bernstein, accused of the 
murder of her husband, is expected to adopt 
the defense that she in a somnambulist.. 
The report was current yesterday and was 
mot denied by her attorney that she would 
alkege she fired the fatal bullet into her hus 
band while she was dreaming at his side.

They have stopped 
with that one statement, offering no explana-~ 
tion other than that it is the only defense 
that can be made, because it is the truth. 
It is known Mrs, Bernstein will not plead tn- 
sanity or self-defenee, and it is expected thet 
she will admit that she made the assault. 


Two More Days for Jury. 

Only four of the jurors have been sworn. 
It is beHeved the impanelling of the jury will 
consume two more days. The state does not 
expect the attorneys for the woman to out- 
line their defense in their statement on 
Wednesday. The state's attorney is prepar- 
ing for a surprise, and wouM not be startled 
if ft was somewhat dramatic.

Stenographers are ready for 
suffrage, if they would only stop looking 
at it as something belonging to the future 
and not for them. I dropa slip of paper on 
each stenographers desk, requesting her 
good will and encouragement.

“The class of men who don’t favor suf- 
frage is the working man who belongs to 
trade unions. Professional men are seldom 
ageing suffrage. Why the working man wil} 
not ald his working sister is beyond me.

WHAT WE PROMISED. 
In 1850 the United States entered into 
gp agreement with Great Britain touching 
the construction of an interoceanic canal. 
That agreement made in the presidency 
of Zachary Taylor, and solemnly ratified by 
im and by the United States senate, con- 
‘tained the following article: 

“The governments of the United States 
and Great Britain having not only de- 
sired, in entering into this convention, tv 
accomplish a particular object, but also to 
establish a general principle, they hereby 
agree to extend their protection, by treaty 
stipulations, to any other practicable com- 
munications, by canal or railway, across 
the isthmus which connects North and South 
America, and especially to the interoceanic 
communications, should the same prove to 
be practicable, whether by canal or rail- 
way, which are now proposed to be estab- 
lished by the way of ‘Tehuantepec or Pan- 
ama. In granting, however, their joint pro- 
tection to any such canals or railways as 
are by this article specified, it is always 
understood by the United States and Great 
Britain that the parties constructing or own- 
ing the same shall impose no other charges 
or conditions of traffic thereupon than the 
aforesaid governments shal! approve of as 
just and equitable; and that the same canals 
or railroads, being open to citizens and sub- 
jects of the United States and Great Britain 
on equal terms, shall also be open on like 
terms to the citizens and subjects of every 
other state which is willing to grant thereto 
such protection as the United States and 
Great Britain engage to afford.” 

The intention of the high contracting 
parties thus expressed was, in other words, 
to neutralize all interoceanic communica- 
tions and prevent the curse of international 
rivalries and selfish ambitions from falling 
upon a region which, owing to its peculiar 
situation, was and is in fact a stage in 
the great highway of all nations. 

Half a century later the same nations en- 
tered into a second solemn agreement, su- 
perseding the treaty of 1850, called the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty. The purpose of this 
second agreement, called the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty, was thus defined and by the 
president of the United States proclaimed 
and by the United States ratified as follows: 


The United States of America and his majesty 
Edward, etc. being desirous to facilitate the 
construction of a ship canal to connect the At 
lantie and Pacific oceans, by whatever route may 
be considered expedient, and to that end toremove 
any objection which may arise out of the con- 
venation of the 19th of April, 180, commonly 
called the (layton-Bulwer treaty, to the con- 
struction of such canal under the auspices of 
the government of the United Stateq, without 
impairing the “‘ general principle’’ of neutrall- 
gation establiched in article VIIL of that con- 
vention, have etc., etc. 

In article II. of this treaty it is agreed 


that we may construct the canal and have 
the exclusive right of providing for the 
regulation and management of the canal, 
“enbject to the provisions of the present 
treaty,”’ andin article III. the United States 
“ adopts, as the basis of the neutralization of 
such ship canal, the following rules, substan- 
tially as embodied in the convention of Cor- 
stantinople, signed the 28th of October, 
1888, for the free navigation of the Sues 
canal, that is to say: 

(1.) The canal shal] be free and open 
to the vessels of commerce and of war 
of all nations observing these rules, on 
terms of entire equality, so that there 
shall be no discrimination against any 
such nation, or its citizens or subjects, 
in respect of the conditions or charges 
of traftic, or otherwise. Such condi- 
tions and charges shall be just and 
equitable. 

Now passing our coastwise trade without 
toll may not come within the prohibition of 
this contract, but whether it does or not is 
exactly such a question as the United States 
stands morally pledged before the world to 
refer to judicial decision. If it is not, then 
The Hague tribunal is a farce, and we are 
convicted of palpable hypocrisy in. our 
claims as a pacific power. The spirit of the 
debate and vote in the senate was deplora- 
ble and should be counteracted by intelli- 
gent public opinion. The impending elec- 
tion may account for some of the hervics, 
but that is all the more reason why the press 
and the public should keep hold of their 
common sense, and a good way to do thatis 
to read the words of the treaty here set 
forth.

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MR. DUNNE IS RECKLESS. 

Mr. Edward F. Duane, Democratic can- 
didate for governor, is talking a bit thought- 
lessly in hie campaign for election. Mr. 
Dunne endeavors to hold Gov. Deneen per- 
sonally responsible for the corruption in the 
Illinois legislature. As Mr. Dunne may 
recall, the Merriam commission found that 
the roots of municipal corruption ran back 
into preceding administrations. It was cor- 
ruption in administrative branches of the 
city government. 

Mr. Dunne will instantly recognize the 
atrocious injustice of any charge that he was 
in any Measure responsible for any corrupt 
practices which may have prevailed in mu- 
nicipal departments during his administra- 
tion. He may or may not recognize the 
atrocious injustice of his charge against 
the governor. 

Mr. Deneen has testified very frankly that 
reports of corruption were common enough 
in Springfield and that some of them pre- 
sented ‘corroborative details. The corrup- 
tion was in a “ cobrdinate branch of the 
government ” which was hostile to the gov- 
ernor during his entire administration, 
which rejected his urgent recommendations 
for important reforms, and which made a 
great point of protest against the “ uncon- 
stitutional interference of the executive in 
legislative affairs.” 

Mr. Dunne does not encourage a very 
flattering idea of his perception or acumen. 
His indignation is very virtuous, but it is 
not very mature. He may increase bis un- 
derstanding if he will pause long enough 
to remember that after confessions from 
guilty members of the legislature had been 
obtainéd, after these confessions had been 
corroborated, and after the crooks had been 
brought to trial there was no punishment. 

Mr. Dunne, no doubt, would have sent 
them to prison by executive order. His 
castigation of corruption can be made to 
have a great value to the state if he will lay 
the whip on the shoulders of the men who 
deserve it and will help teach this state that 
the way to purge itself is to elect honorabie 
and able men to the assembly. 

We'll care less who’e governor when we 
have an honest legislature.

BEATING RUGS ON THE PORCH. 
LADY writes complaining that her 
neighbors beat their rugs on their 
back porches and the dust comes 
into her flat. She has complained 
to the health department frequently 

and has had no relief. She wants to 
know if it is unlawful to beat rugs on the 
porch of a flat building in Chicago. 

Section 1487 of the city ordinances pro 
vides “No mat, carpet, or cloth shall be 
shaken or beaten in any street or public 
place or where particles therefrom set in 
motion thereby will pass any such street 
oh public place or into any occupied prem- 


In this section no penalty is provided, 
but I think the general penalty provisions 
of section 1424, to wit: ‘“ Not less than $5 
or more than $50,” will apply. 

Furthermore, I think it is clear that the 
owner the occupant of the premises 
where the offense is committed or the per- 
son committing the offense, either or all, 
could be held responsible. The law being 
so plain, why is it so difficult to get action? 


~~ 

For the health department to enforce 
this ordinance would require several hun- 
dred inspectors. Their half dozen or more 
nuisance inspectors could make no head- 
way against nuisance makers who are in 
action but a few minutes out of each wéek. 

The people whose flats are filled with 
dust will not complain of their neighbors. 
Generally they will submit as patiently as 
they can to this invasion of their rights. 

The only feasible remedy is public senti- 
ment. It is a well known fact that jani- 
tors have more than their share of con- 
sumption. There is every reason to be- 
lieve men making a business of beating 
rugs soon fall a prey to disease. Watch 
one in a vacant lot striking a dusty carpet. 
See the swirl of dust in which his head is 
enveloped. 3 

Perhaps a scientist making a single ex- 
posure of a culture plate to air has not 
been able to find consumption germs. But 
has any scientist ever exposed culture plates 
for eight hours a day for 200 days—the ex- 
posure to which carpet beaters’ lungs are 
subjected? If not, he cannot conclude that 
the carpet beater is in no danger.

When a woman of the second floor beats 
her rugs on her porch the filth and disease 
goes right into the house of her neighbors 
on the first floor. If it were allowing 
sewage to run from the second flat into 
the first. or even clean water, the second 
floor neighbor would feel like apologizing at 
least. Certainly she would try to prevent it 
from happening a second time. But rug 
dust, carrying consumption and colde, she 
will throw into her neighbor's flat without 
apology. 

There are many pneumatic cleaners on 
the market now and the old style methods 
should go out of use. Even where beat- 
ing is still employed, a woman should have 
fairness and decency enough to have the 
beating donein such a place as wil! not harm 
her neighbors.

ACLEANS on both sides of the At- 

lantic will be interested and pleased 

to learn that on Saturday, Aug. 24, 

the chief of their grand old clan, Sir 

Fitzroy Donald Maclean, will unfurl 
its banner once more from the tower of Duart 
castle. The old fortress was lost to the fam- 
ily on account of the loyalty of the fifth baro- 
net, Sir Hector Maclean, to the cause of the 
Young Pretender in 174, and has only re- 
cently been repurchased and restored by 
the present and tenth baronet, Sir Fitzroy. 
It occupies a projecting rock on the north- 
east coast of the Isle of Mull, commanding 
the entrance to the Sound of Mull from the 
east. 

Built in the thirteenth century, its most 
distinctive feature is the great oblong keep, 
which is sixty-three feet long and fifty feet 
wide, with high massive walls of from ten 
to fifteen feet in thickness. East of this is 
the courtyard, inclosed on the south and 
east by a great crenelated wall, ten feet 
thick and forty feet high. The entrance gate 
of this court opens in the center of the south 
wall, is defended by a portcullis and draw- 
bridge over a deep, dry fosse, and is sur- 
mounted by a stone shield of the Maclean 
arms. The north side is closed by the man- 
sion, dating apparently from the early seven- 
teenth century, heavy walled and with win- 
dows set in deep arched embrasures, hav- 
ing stone seats within. On the upper floor 
several interesting chambers are hollowed 
out of this wall, so thick is it. 

The castle well is situated not in the center 
of the courtyard, as one might expect, but in 
the cellar fioor of the keep, and is cut deep 
down through solid rock to a supply of wa- 
ter as good and as plentiful today as in 
medieval times, when it rendered this central 
portion of the defenses practically impregna- 
ble. And impregnable many enemies found 
it, in both earlier and later ages, the tokens 
of assault still remaining in the scars of 
cannon shot, some few of which may still 
be seen embedded in the masonry. 

The vfew from the windows in the direction 
of Lismore includes at low tide the Lady's 
Rock, a crag to which Chief Lachlan Maclean 
of Duart bound his wife, born Lady Catherine 
Campbell, daughter of the second Duke of 
Argyll, expecting the rising tide would drown 
her, but she was rescued just in the nick of 
time by some of her father’s retainers who 
chanced to be passing In a boat. 

The rescue was kept secret, her husband 
was permitted to hold the funeral ceremony 
with which he expected to blind the public 
eye, the coffin being weighted with a baulk 
of wood, and the following year he wag slain 
in Edinburgh by the lady's brother, Sir John 
Campbell. She thereupon married a kins- 
man, Donald Campbell of Auchinbreck, with 
whom she lived happily for many years after.

The founder of the Clan Maclean ané the 
first to figure in historic record was Gillean 
of the Battle Axe, who flourished in the reign 
of Alexander III. and was one of his princi- 
pal commanders at the battle of Largs 
against the Norsemen. His descencants 
were the “* sons of Gillean,.””’ MacGilleans, or 
Macleans. They fought with Bruce at Ban- 
nockburn, and at Flodden Field the then 
chief of the clan fell beside his king tn that 
circle of Scottish spearg that resisted til 
nightfal) the assaults of the English chiv- 
alry. . 

The Maciean of Duart was prominent tn 
the movement unsuccessfully promoted by 
Henry VIIL to marry his only son, after- 
wards Edward VI.. to Mary Queen of Scots. 
In the great civil war the’ Macleans took 
arme for the royal cause under Montrose, 
and the then chief, Lachlan, was made a 
baronet by the king. At the battle of Inver- 
keithing Sir Lachlan’s son and successor, 
Sir Hector Maclean, was slain, but not be- 
fore many of his clansmen had fallen, who 
sought to ward him with their bodies, shout- 
ing as each defencer dropped, “' Fear ele 


gon Eachin,” “ Another for Hester,” when

another man would step forward crying, 
* Bas alr som Eachin,"’ “ Death for Hector.” 

It is this instance of the heroic devotion 
of clansmen for their chief that Sir Walter 
Scott makes use of in “ The Fair Maid of 
Perth" when he describes the combat be- 
tween the champions of the rival clans, Chat- 
tan and Quhele, in the presence of the king— 
a combat that took place, however, several 
cemturies earlier. 

Sir Hector, the fifth baronet, who lost poe 
session of Castle Duart for his loyalty to 
the Stuarts, was out tn the risines of both 
1715 and 1745, and fought at Culloden at the 
head of "0 clansmen. Taken prisoner on 
the fleld, he passed several years of cap- 
tivity in the Tower of London, to be eventu- 
ally liberated by the “ Act of Grace” and 
die in exile at Rome 

The present chief of the clan, Sir Fitzroy 
Donaid Maclean, is. like hisforbears, a gal- 
lant soldier, a veteran cavalry officer of the 
Crimean war. His elcest son, Hector, ts 
HNeutenant colonel command@ing a battalion 
of the Scots Guards. Another son, John. 
fell in battle in the South African war, and 
the third son is a commander of the royal 
navy. Sir Fitzroy’s sisters are the widowed 
Lady Hood of Avalon and Lady Langstock, 
whose son, the Hon. Charles Rose, the well 
known aviator, lost his life through an acci- 
dent to his machine two years ago. 

~~ 

A number of the Macleans after the last 
Stuart rising sought fortune and fame in 
foreign climes. One attained the rank of 
field marshal in Portugal, and was governor 
of Lisbon in 1773. His brother was at the 
same time governor of the Portuguese prov- 
ince of Estremadura. In more recent times 
we have Sir Harry Maclean, the kaid or 
commander in chief of the Moorish army for 
many years, and as such responsible for 
what little civilization Morocco can boast. 
He was formerly captain of the Sixty-ninth 
regiment of infantry in the British army, 
served as a member of the Red river ex- 
pedition, in Canada under Lord Wolseley, 
and while stationed at Gibraltar quitted the 
English service to take command of the 
late sultan of Morocco’s bodyguard, being 
advanced in course of time to the position 
of generalissimo.

Sir Harry, who owes his title to the knight 
commandership of the Order of St. Michael 
and St. George bestowed by King Edward 
in 1901, never found it necessary to become 
a Moslem in order to strengthen his poai- 

_ tion in Morocco, and although the Moors 
ere perhaps the most fanatical of the fol- 
lowers of the prophet, the fact that he re- 
remained a strict member of the Church of 
Scotland never seemed to Interfere with their 
excellent relations with this fine old Scot. 

Only once did he encounter any unfriendly 
treatment, and that was when by an act of 
treachery he was captured by the brigand 
chief and rebel Raisuli and detained by 
him for severa] monthe in captivity until 
ransomed—not by the British government, or 
by the sultan of Morocco, but by the An- 
cient Guild of Ironmongers of London, from 
a fund bequeathed to them 200 years ago by 
a wealthy London ironmonger, Thomas Bet- 
ton by name, “to be held in trust fr the 
purpose of the retiemption of British sigves 
in Turkey or Barbary.” The last payment 
for redemption of such captives was made 
in 1825, when the Mediterranean became 
practically freed from corsairs. 

The fund having largely accumulated in 
the meantime, the government charity com- 
missioners attempted to obtain control of 
the money, by due process of law, on the 
ground that there were no longer any cap- 
tives to be redeemed. But the capture of 
Sir Harry Maclean came just in the nick 
of time to enable the lronmongers company 
to prove that there was still a use for the 
bequest, as devised by the testator, and the

The club will hold two busi- 
ness sessions Thursday and will have a ban- 
quet Thursday evening. Friday and Satur- 
day will be devoted to entertainment. 


Federal Life’s Agents Coming. 

The Federal Life of Chicago will have its 
annual agency convention at its new home 
Office on Michigan avenue this week, begin- 
ning Thursday. It will be in the nature of a 
house warming and an educational! meeting. 
One of the features of its convention will be 
business meetings on the boat to and from 
Milwaukee next Friday. Om Thursday the 
company will give a buffet luncheon in its 
home office and the same evening will have 
a dinner for its agents at the Hotel La 
Salle. The directors of the company have 
been invited to meet the agents Thureday. 

The Old Colony Life of Caicago will hoi its 
convention this week, beginning Thursday, 
the business sessions being held at the Great 
Northerm hotel and a banquet will be given 
there Friday evening. 

The United States Annuity and Life has 
called in its agents to a meeting thie week, 
and most of the time will be devoted to sight- 
seeing. The weter carnival has been the 
drawing oard for these agency conventions 
and the companies arranging to ho'd their 
meetings during the time of this evgnt. 


Security Life Convention Held. 

The Security Life of Chicago had Its agency 
convention hast week. Awmumber of the men 
were in and the time was devoted to enter- 
tainment features and educational meetings. 

The Equitable Life of Iowa will have its 
convention in Chicago, Aug. 28 to 80. It 
will have a banquet in connection with its 
convention and will also conduct an inatruc- 
tion school for agents. 

All the Chicago life insurance companies 
will act as hosts to the vésitors at the Amer- 
ica Life convention which meets in Chicago 
the first week of September. 

Vice President R. W. Sevens of Illinois is 
chairman of the local committee on enter- 
tainment. W. T. Smith, secretary of the 
I'nited States Annuity ané Life, is the 
secretary of the committee, and Robert VD. 
Lay of the National Life, U. 8. A., is treas- 
urer. The committee will arrange different 
forms of entertainment for the visitors, who 
will come from aN sections of the country. 
One of the chief speakers at the convention 
will be President L. Brackett Bishop of the 
National Life Underwriters’ association. 


Accident Companies Talk Economy. 

At the annual meeting of the International 
Association of Casualty and Surety Under- 
writers at Old Point Comfort this week 
the accident msurance companies will have 
a discussion on the advisability of eliminat- 
ing some of the features of accident in- 
surance policies that have been introduced 
in recent years. These so-called frilis have 
proved rather expensive, especially since 
the advent of the automobile. Automobile 
accidents are growing more numerous all 
the time and the accident companies are feel- 
ing the pressure of this cause of claims. 

One of the subjects to be discussed is the 
accumulation feature. Many accident con- 
tracts allow an addition of 5 or 10 per @ent 
to the face of the policy each year for & 
period of five or ten years. In case of a 
man carrying $10,000 of accident insurance 
at the end of the fifth year his policy would 
amount to $15,000 in case of death. The 
company is getting no more in premiums for 
it. The so-called double benefit feature has 
aleo been eniarged to include many cases 
of death or injury that were not found in 
the original double benefit clause. The wel 
pansion of the double benefit clause has 
been an expensive one. 

Workmen’s Bureau Still Intact. 

In spite of the threatened breaking up of 
the workmen's compensation and informa- 
pureau, the organization of the liabil- 
ity insurance companies, it is holding to- 
gether remarkably well. Even though some 
of the biggest companies do not belong -. 
the parent organization, yet they ws lo 
fillated with its local members in Chicago. 
This is largely due to the fact that the new 
Illinois compensation law has news the 
companies into @n untried field, so far as 
this country is concerned. No company 
knows whether it is writing compensation 
insurance at adequate rates oF ~ =

Paris Temps Says America Has 
Violated Pledge to World. 


SCORES FREE TOLL PLAN. 


United States Warned Action May 
Brings Forth Reprisals.

PARIS, Aug. 11.—The Temps discusses the 
action of the United States senate in voting 
for no tolls for the American ships passing 
through the Panama canal, saying: 

* The chief American newspapers have pro- 
tested that the senate’s action is a flagrant 
violation of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
which an attempt has been made to justify 
by the equivoeating argument that the clause 
pledging equa) treatment to al] nations does 
not affect the United States lieelf, as the con- 
structor and owner of the canal. Such an 
argument is essentially open to disoussion.’’ 


Sees Pledge Violated. 

After quoting Prof. Giddings of Columbia 

university and Senator Root the Temps pro- 
duces the St. Petersburg*diepatch as to a 
Russian-Japanese alliance, which was prom- 
inently printed: here yesterday in every im- 
portant newspaper, and adds: 
‘ * We are not anxious to intervene in this 
polemic before the policy of the United 
States has been definitely decided and until 
that time we will limit ourselves to remark- 
ing that perhaps the United States would 
serve commercial interests better by a more 
scrupulous respect for a judicial engagement 
and more fidelity to her pledged word.” 


Expects Some Reprisals. 

The Temps also treats of the Panama ieg- 
isiation in its weekly financia! article, say- 
ing: 

“ America’s Gecision, if carried out, would 
be a strange and grievous innovation, likely 
to arouse an economic war of reprisals by 
the entire world. Excessive protection 
against imports is understandable, but its 
extension to shipping that is not going to the 
United States is @ defiance of justice and 
good sense.” 


FIGHTS ‘ANTI-RAILROAD PLAN. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—[(Special.)]— 
The effect of the provision in the Panama 
canal bill ¢losing the channel to railroad 
owned ships will be more far revching 
against the Southern Pacific lines shipping 
interests than was at first realized The 
proposed legislation will not only bar the 
Southern Pacific boats from the Panama 
canal but will wipe them off the Pacific ocean, 
aceording to R. P. Schwerin, vice president 
and general manager of the Pecific Mail 
Steamship company. 

The situation now confronting the Pacific 
Mail Steamship company forces itt, Mr 
Schwerin says, to undertake the establish- 
ment of a foreign line from New York City 
to the Orient through the Panama canal. 

Mr. Schwerin believes the new line from 
New York to the orient will be profitable, but 
if the Southern Pacific's ehip lines are 
driven out of business as the reeult of being 
shut out of the canal, !t will leave the Pa- 
cifie shipping in the hands of the Canadian 
Pacific and the Japanese beats. 


Mellen Opposes Provision. 

Speaking of the general effect of a prohl- 
bition against railroad owned boats opemat- 
ing through the canal, President Meten of 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
road said: 

‘My own judgment is there wil be an 
immense increase in competition and a low- 
ering of rates if the canal is opened to rall- 
road owned boats Tocay I should regard 
the anti-raflroad section of the Panama bilt 
as the greatest incentive to a combination or 
a monopoly of the coastwise traneportation 
of this country that ever was offered.”’ 


HONOR PANAMA CANAL FOUNDER 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 

Panama, Aug. 11.—The municipality to- 
day unveiled a statuctte of Lieut. Lucian 
Bonaparte Wise, the original promoter of 
the Panama canal. The statuette is on the 
seawall of the city facing the Pacific en- 
trance to the canal. 

It was due to Lieut. Wises efforts that 
the first actual work was done in construct- 
ing the canal. After making preliminary 
surveys for a group of Frencl. capitalists he 
obtained from the Colombian govermment a 
concession for the bufiding of the waterway. 

The French car/#l company was then formed 


| and work was 1@gun in 1681 and continued 


until 1880, wheld the French company col- 
lapsed. ‘The Wise concession wee kept in 
force and was finally purchased by the 
United States along with the other canal

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‘BANK SEES CROPS 
BEST IN DECADE 


Continental and Commercial 
National Forecasts Pros- 
perous Year, 


CLOSE TO U. 8. ESTIMATES 


Calls Progress in Industries and 
Money Market Conditions 
Satisfactory. 


The crops of all the leading cereals are 
estimated by the Continental and Commer- 
cial National bank's annual crop and buei- 
ness report. The accuracy with which the 
institution has covered the field ig indicated 
by the closeness with which it approaches 
the government's figures. 

A total crop of 660.000,000 bu wheat is in- 
dicated, 20,000,000 bu less than the govern- 
ment figures, while the estimate on corn is 
only 11,000,000 bu out of the way at 2,800,- 
000,000 bu. The estimate on oats is 1,200,- 
000,000 bu, or 7,000,000 bu less than the gov- 
ernment’s August @gures. Other estimates 
also generaliy approximate the officia] fig- 
ures. Rye is placed at 88,300,000 bu; barley, 
200,000,000 bu; potatoes, 360,000,000 bu; and 
the cotton crop at 13,100,000 bales. In its 
estimate on hay it is much below the gov- 
ernment’s estimate—60,000,000 tons, com- 
pared to the official estimate of 73,000,0U0 
tons. 


Crops Gain 30 Per Cent, 

In summing up agricultural conditions the 
report eays: . 

“A volume of gegricultural products, 30 
Der cent larger than last year, will return 
to the farming community the most profit- 
able results of a decade. The industries of 
the country have been feeling the stimujus of 
the prosperity of the tiller of the soll, and 
the ample supply of the needs of the people. 
The only prosperity is that which comes 
from the agricultural production, and that 
is assured.’’ 

A hboveful view of the general business 
outlook is taken. In this regard the report 
Says in part: 

“ Considerabie materia) progrese has been 
made in the business world toward a com- 
plete recovery from the depression, result- 
ing from the slowing down process, made 
necessary in 1010 by the too rapid expansion 
in our industrial and commercial activity, 
undue speculation in land and the tying up 
of too much liquid capital in projects in pro- 
cess of development and not sufficiehtly 
seasoned to make their securities readily 
convertible. In some instances, this prog- 
ress toward a recovery has not only reached 
normal but has extended considerably be- 
yond that. In others the condition of trade 
and business shows a full recovery. Ina 
few, however, we are still below normal 
owing to peculiar conditions in those par- 
ticular lines of human endeavor. 


Money Market Is Satisfactory. 

“* Money continues plentiful, and the agri- 
cultural outlook of the country is satisfac- 
tory, with a promise of a production con- 
siderably in excess of that of last year. Our 
foreign commerce which a year ago reflected 
a complete reversal of the previous year’s 
tendency continues in our favor, with the 
result that there is a larger trade balance 
to the credit of this country growing out of 
our International trade, than that of a year 
ago. This probably will be greatly aug- 
mented by our exports of cotton and grain. 
The cotton crop, @espite the floods early in 
the season in the Mississippi valley, is prom- 
ising, and the price will be a more favorable 
factor in our export trade than last year. 
The volume promises to be sufficiently large 
to justify the assurance of our ability to 
protect our gold should that become neces- 
sary. 

‘*During:the last year the more friendly 
atthtude of European bankers and investors 
toward our securities, was turned to good 
account, and as a result of our large credit 
balances abroad, our bankers were enabled 
to extend aesistance to ‘bankers both at 
Berlin and London. 


Revival in Steel Industry. 

A remarkable revival in the steel industry 
was found to have taken place, which, it is 
predicted, will be the greatest stimulus to 
general business activity. The steel industry 
being regarded as the truest business barom- 
eter, a revival in all lines of business is 
forecast. Railroads have been enormous 
buyers of all kinds of steel products, and the 
demand has been of such an urgent kind thet 
a premium has been placed on products for 
early delivery. As the result of these condi- 
tions, better prices have obtained, and as an 
indication of the permanency of present con- 
ditions it is stated there has been no falling 
off in the buying as the result, of advanced 
vaiues. 

A drawback is found to be the scarcity of 
labor, especially skilled labor, at the leading 
industrial centers of the country. The big 
harvests have called for an unusually large 
number of laborers, and as a general propo- 
sition the laboring class has found no lack 
of employment. The steel milis especially 
are experiencing great difficulty in getting 
a sufficient number of men. 

A serious car shortage this coming year is 
foreseen, the neceesity for moving enormous 
crops, with the brililant prospects for a re- 
vival of general business, promising to re- 
sult in congestion, eepecially as many of the 
railroads have not been able to keep their 
equipment up to the standard called for by a 
period of commercial activity. 

An increase in the buying power of the 
country at large is seen. Allowing for the 
depreciation in prices far farm products in 
general, the value of the crope this year is 
placed at $617,000,000 greater then last year. 
Of this amount, $365,000,000 comes from the 
ten leading cereal and produce crops. 


Bankers Grow More Optimistic. 

Turning to the banking situation the report 
pays: 

“The banker finds a situation a little more 
satisfactory than that which existed a year 
ago. The fact that the banks at the Interior, 
and in fact all through the country, are well 
loaned up indicates firmer rates in the com- 
ing months. The developments early in July, 
growing out of the financing of our midyear 
disbursements and the requirements of for- 
eign bankers, rather clearly indicate that 
the ease in the money market is largely 
superficial and that the situation may change 
over night and a decidedly firmer market 
develop. While there is nothing |: the situa- 
tion to suggest an acute stringency, a much 
healthier monetary condition is likely to 
ensue. 

*“ Were this country fortified with a more 
elastic and scientific banking and currency 
system the burden of financing the harvest 
would pe inconsequential. But unfortunately 
our currency fails to expand and contract 
with actual business and commercial require- 
ments; hence it is necessary to adjust our 
panking affairs and accumulate our surplus 
reserves preparatory to meeting the autumn 
demané of the agricultural sections. This 
invariably results in a period of superficial 


ease just prior to the demand of the har- 
vests becoming insistent.”’ |

The irregularity and restraint of the up 
ward movement, however, reflected occa<- 
sional garnering of profits and caution aboug 
straining the resources of the money market, 
now expected to diminish in a short time. 

The question of whether commercial an@ 
industrial activity may not in a sense prove 
detrimental rather than helpful to securities 
is inviting attention of speculators. It fs 
pointed out that a piling up of idle bank re- 
serves sometimes operates to stimulate spece 
viation, while their diversion to more pro- 
ductive uses means diversion from specula- 
tion. 


Banks Get Rid of Securities. 

Since the loaned up condition of the banks 
was revealed by the controller's abstract of 
national bank reports !t is known that large 
amounts of securities held by the banks 
have been sold. This is especially true of 
short term notes of corporations. ; 

Money markets in London and Paris are 
committed extensively to holdings of new 
iseues of securities. Forced liquidation which 
would unsettle securities markete there 
would necessarily affect the New York mar- 
kets. 

The New York market is actuated by the ex- 
pectation that coming requirements from the 
interior will make heavy demands upon it. 

Speculators fee] correspondingly cautious 
about extending themselves in spite of the 
temporary ease of ca!! loans, which i@attrib- . 
uted to the increasing amount of funds kept 
available for fresh requirements.
